Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicants' have failed to show support for the 
specific exclusion of the materials indicated in the claims, and as such applicants' arguments fail to rebut examiner's rejection under 35 
USC 112 1st paragraph, including the holdings of law set forth therein. As to the rejection under 35 USC 103, combination of the teachings 
in order to arrive at the invention of applicants' claims is maintained to be proper, and the substitution as indicated in the rejection is 
maintained to be properly established. Arguments as to the teachings of the references individually does not negate what is arrived at from 
the combination of the teachings. The crosslinking of applicants' invention is not distinguished from the combined disclosures based on 
limitations in applicants' claims.
